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1. The Chitakhevi GES (hydroelectric station) and the Khashuri GES provide 
electric power for the city of Tbilisi. High tension wires run along 
the road from Khashuri to Toilisi. Source did not observe any voltage 
signs on the high-tension poles of the Khashuri-Tbilisi power line and 
is not competent to judge the line's voltage. 


2. The Chitakhevi GES was partly built by German Ps, but the remaining con- 
struction and upkeep is provided by short-term convicts and hired 
25X1C civilians. The two stations of the Chitakhevi GES together employ a 
total of about 7,000 persons Specialists, technicians, and engineers 
are mostly Russians; common laborers are Armenians, Georgians, and Russians. 
The convict labor is quartered in barracks which are guarded by the MGB. 
Laborers are paid 250 rubles per month. 


3. Both stations of the Chitakhevi GES are called GES. There are two separate 
installations, each a GES, performing separate functions. However, 
each installation is a component part of the GES itself and the two together 
are known as the Chitakhevi GES. One section has already been put into 
operation. . 

4. The canal connecting the two parts of the Chitakhevi GES is part sluice 
and part tunnel]. The tunnel section, approximately 4 km long, runs 


through the mountainous and hilly terrain. The total distance between 
the two stations is approximately 6 Im. 


5. The Chitakhevi GES is not merely a transformer station; it adds power to 
the lines running from Chitakhevi to Tbilisi.
